There would be no sense in the 
voters sitting as judges it they never passed sen­ 
tence of excommunication upon derelict ofli- 
cials. What their reasons were for acting as 
they did. they probably best know themselves. 
If these representatives have defied the 
popular will, but which we deny, they have 
sim ply given proof of th eir courage. 
A 
representative is not elected to office to do 
servile duty, 
lie is placed in the legisla­ 
tive chair to exercise th e best judgm ent of 
which his intelligence is capable as to 
w hat is and w hat is not wise to enact into 
law. 
H e should hear his constituents, and 
weigh their requests, but there is no obli­ 
gation th at requires 
him 
to 
subordi­ 
nate 
li is 
self-respect, 
and 
run 
coun­ 
ter 
to 
his 
honest 
convictions 
of 
w hat is right. 
lie is the representative 
not only of the im m ediate section th at sent 
him , but of all the people. 
H e is bound 
to fealty to the Constitution and the laws, 
before he is held to respond to the wishes 
of any particular part of the people. 
The 
two men criticised probably had a lively 
sense of the obligations assumed when 
they took oath to support the Constitution 
and th e laws. 
W ith w hat grace can any 
man so sworn return to a people and con­ 
fess th at he refused to vote for an Act to 
enforce respect for the laws? 
H ad Davis 
and Jones voted otherwise than they did, 
they would have “ defied” the laws and 
outraged the - -use of right and honest ac­ 
tion. 
There are no two sides to the ques­ 
tion; it is all one-sided, and th a t side is 
respect for th e law. 
Break down th at and 
the ¡siwer of the law is gone, and with it 
the capacity of a people for self-govern­ 
ment. 


Sl.NATOIt l’tix t ie r’s bill (No. ’22), to 
regulate and control the sale, rental and 
distribution of appropriated water, has> 
with proper amendments, passed the Sen­ 
ate.

nual receipts shall not he loss than six nor 
more than eighteen per cent, upon the 
value of the property.

land-owuers against the exactions of those 
who have possessions between them and a 
w ater supply, by giving the owner below 
the right to receive w ater over the land 
that shuts him oil’otherwise from a supply 
■ anal. 
This one feature is of the highest

feature in the interest of the ditch-owner 
and the purchaser of water alike.

T h e E x tra S ession o f th e S e n a te . 
W asiiixutox, March 5th.—The public 
galleries of the .Senate were again to-day 
crowded to their utm ost limits, and long 
before noon a crowd gathered about every 
door-keeper seeking in vain for admission. 
T he Senate clock, which Captain Bassett 
w ith his cane set back ten m inutes yester­ 
day, had recovered the lost time. Prom ptly 
at 12 o'clock the Vice-President entered 
from the door on the left of the presidential 
desk, accompanied by Rev. Dr. Butler, 
pastor of the Lutheran Memorial Church, 
of this city. The galleries applauded H en­ 
dricks, w hich manifestation its recipient 
abruptly term inated w ith the gavel. The 
Senators arose at this sum m ons, and Rev. 
Dr. Butler offered prayer. 
Upon its con­ 
clusion the Vice-President took the chair, 
and was again greeted with plaudits by the 
ooct pants of the galleries, 
lie called the 
Senate to order, and in a voice only audible 
to the Clerks called for the reading of the 
Journal. The Journal having been read, 
Allison, Beck and Voorliies. the committee 
yesterday appointed to wait on the Presi­ 
dent of tlie United States and inform him 
that a quorum ot tho Senate was present 
and ready to receive any communication 
that he might desire to make, repor.ed that 
they had pcrfurmed their duty, and the 
President had responded that lie would 
com m unicate with the Senate forthw ith, 
and in less than a m inute there was an­ 
nounced a message from the President of 
the U nited States. 
Sherm an at once moved that the Senate 
proceed to the consideration of executive 
business. The motion was unanim ously 
agreed to, and the Senate went into execu­ 
tive session, and when the doors reopened 
adjourned till to-iuorrow.

PRÜIDENT ARTHUR. 


Chester A. A rthur retires fo n t the 
Presidential chair with the verdict of the 
country in his favor. 
H is adm inistration 
has not laten marked liv great contention, 
or notable activity. 
But these are the lie.-t 
evidences of good adm inistration of public 
affairs. 
It is by no means to be assumed 
th a t because quiet prevails, the official 
bead of th e (inrem m cut is spiritless. One 
ol the errors into which many people fell 
regarding the Ilayes’ adm inistration was to 
estim ate it as of little character, because it 
had not agitated the nation by momentous 
schemes. T hai it was undisturbed bv the 
waves of great activity testified simply* to 
non-necessity 
for 
agitati m, and 
th e 
prosperity and content of the nation. 
O eneral A rthur has made a good Presi­ 
dent. 
H e lias m aintained his party faith 
w ith dignity, hut has not been a subservi­ 
ent tool of party, or perm itted partisan 
claims to intervene between him self and 
duty. 
He w ill enjoy the distinction of 
having been the last President in the un­ 
broken rule of the Republican party in the 
first great cycle of its existence. 
T hat 
party came into life at the command of 
necessity and in tim e to rescue the nation 
from the misrule of the Democracy, which 
had placed I lie Union at the mercy of fac­ 
tions, and staked 
its destiny* upon the 
m aintenance of human slavery masked 1 e- 
hiud a seeming of defense in the form cT 
the extrem e dm trine of States rights. T he 
Republican party m aintained a policy of 
unionism, and by its persistence cemented 
th e bonds of union indissolubly, and estab­ 
lished toe great doctrine as a dogma of 
the 
republic, 
lieyond 
dispute, 
that 
there is no right of secession. 
It seated 
two Presidents who fell the victims of as­ 
sassination, and safely tided (lie eouhtrv 
over tin* troubled waters of those tragic 
events. 
To quote a recent observant for­ 
eign critic, it successfully waged a niightv 
war against secession, liberated millions of 
slaves, restored peace ami order to a rebel­ 
lious sertion, contracted a great national 
debt and well nigh paid it off, sulislitllted 
specie payments “ for an inflated (taper 
currency, brought up the revenue to an 
iniprt edented bight, and inqtosed a tariff 
that, which although! it m ight tilt ¡mat 1\ 
bieeii trouble, bad brought up manufiu t- 
tlres to a bulk and value never known iv 
fore. 
No man so suddenly indm trd into 
offi- eas wa 
President Arthur has tilhsl it 
w ith more credit, or adhered more faith­ 
fully . ud lionestly 
tile gcm-raf poli v 
th a t made ids party what it is, and wiii n 
has given it tin 
ittrage 
inis 


for alarm regarding the stability* of our 
form o f governm ent. The people certainly 
do neglect those prim al duties in “ poli- 
tii's," the performance of which is th e only 
assurance of liberty. 
W e give over to the 
boss and the political thim ble-riggcr the 
control of the m achinery of party, and per­ 
m it them to farm out public offices for 
their personal profit, and to trade off 
the voters of th e country as so many* cat­ 
tle. 
T he disposition to shirk political 
duty* and responsibility is growing, and 
with it all the evils inseparable from such 
a state of public sentim ent. 
It is only 
upon great occasions, when political knav­ 
ery* revolts the public 
stomach, 
that 
paroxysms of duty seize us, and political 
revolutions stir us to our depths, only* to 
leave us to degenerate again into weak 
consent to worse abuses th an gave cause 
for th e public rising in the first instance. 
If Mr. Cleveland can arouse the people 
during bis incumbency to a full sense of 
th eir inactivity* and all but 
crim inal 
neglect in this regard, lie will deserve to 
be nuniliered among the foremost of all 
men. 
B ut we have small hope of such 
result. It is to-day*counted in the schemes 
of neither Republican nor Democratic 
tuxkmakers to perm it the control of party 
m achinery to be resumed by the mass of 
the voting element. 


HOME AND ABROAD. 


E X T R A SESSION O F T1IE U N ITED 


STATES SENA TE. 


A MATTER OF RIGHT. 


O ur evening contem porary, referring to 
the passage of th e Act to m ake the licens­ 
ing of gam bling a misdemeanor, says 
Messrs. Davis and Jones, of this county, 
voted for the measure, and a d d s: 
Me-.'is . Davis and Jones have defied th e pop­ 
ular will, and. if they ever ask favors again at 
th e hands of ail outraged constituency, this 
shom d be rem em bered against them , and to 
th eir sorrow. T here w ould be no sense in the 
voters sitting as judges it they never passed sen­ 
tence o f excom m unication upon derelict offi­ 
cial*. 
W hat th eir reasons w ere tor acting as 
they did, they probably best know them selves. 
If these representatives have defied the 
popular will, but which we deny, they have 
simply* given proof of th eir courage. 
A 
representative is not elected to ofiiee to do 
servile duty. 
11c is placed in th e legisla­ 
tive chair to exercise the best judgm ent of 
which liis intelligence is capable as to 
w hat is and w hat is not wise to enact into 
law. 
lie should hear his constituents,and 
weigh their requests, but there is no obli­ 
gation th a t requires 
him 
to subordi­ 
nate 
bis 
self-respect, 
and 
run 
coun­ 
ter 
to 
his 
honest 
convictions 
of 
w hat is right. 
H e is the representative 
not only of the im m ediate section th a t sent 
him , but of all the people. 
H e is bound 
to fealty to the C onstitution and the laws, 
before he is held to respond to the wishes 
of any particular part of the people. 
Tin- 
two men criticised probably* had a lively* 
sense of the obligations assumed when 
they took oath to support th e Constitution 
and the laws. 
W ith w hat grace can any 
man so sworn return to a people and con­ 
fess th a t he refused to vote for an Act to 
enforce respect for the laws? 
H ad Davis 
and Jones voted otherwise than they did, 
they would have “ defied” the laws and 
outraged the - use of rig h t and honest ac­ 
tion. 
T here are no two sides to the ques­ 
tion; it is all one sided, and th at side is 
respect for the law. 
Break down th a t and 
the ¡tower of the law is gone, and with it 
th e capacity ol a people for self-govern­ 
ment. 


S e n a to r F ilc h k u 's bill (No. 22), to 
regulate and control the sale, rental and 
distribution of appropriated water, hasi 
w ith proper amendments, passed the Sen­ 
ate. 
It remains for the House to act upon 
it. 
Since the power resides in the le g is­ 
lature to declare property to 1m? a public 
use, and th e rig h t to use it a franchise, 
and since the doctrine of regulation has be­ 
come the settled doctrine of th e country in 
all such cases, this bill would appear to be 
a desirable measure. 
It declares the right 
of the people to receive from appropriators 
of w ater the ic e ol th e same at a fee to be 
fixed by representative bodies chosen by* 
the people them selves, so th at the net an­ 
nua! receipts shall not be less than six nor 
more than eighteen per cent, upon the 
value of the property. 
T he bill secures 
land-owncrs against the exactions of those 
who have ¡««sessions between them and a 
water supply, by giving ihe owner below 
the right to receive water over the land 
that shuts him oil’otherwise from a supply 
canal. 
T his mn feature is of the highest 
importance, and i- w hat the people of the 
foothills and valicys alike ask fur. 
It is a 
feature in the interest of the diteh-owncr 
and the purchaser of w ater alike.
